Operational Matters and Comments: 


1* Subject indicated that on the day of AECASSO WARY-3 1 s departure 
JZcom Munich to Bremerhaven (and thence to the United States ), Yuriy 
T^TUDIl'JS 1 KYY visited AECASSO rfARY-3 and, in the presence of AECASS0V&RY-6, 

[) made inquires concerning AECASSOWARY-3 1 s itinerary and even noted the 
\ latter* s auto license plate number. Following AECASSOWAHY-3 1 s departure 
STUDYNS , KYY tried very hard to ingratiate himself with AECASSO WARY-6, 
going so far as to invite AECASSQVJARY-6 out for a drink (which STUDIES 1 KYY 
never did before). AECASSO WARY-a politely refused. 

2. Then, several days af t e/jLBCASSO WAliY -3 1 s departure, ST UDYK S 1 KYY 1 s 
sister, fnu, married to Dr. fmy^E^OVSIQTl (latter now in the USA) came 
from Vienna to Munich and immediately went to AECASSO WARY-3 1 s residence. 

She asked the landlady to admit her into AECASSOWARY-3 1 s quarters, acting 
as though this were commonplace. The landlady, of course, refused to 
let her get past the main entrance. 

3o AECASSO WARY-6 had no further information but issued iiis suspicion 
concerning STUDYNS , KYT I s strange behavior and noted that aside from the 
fact that STUDYNS f KYY may have been acting in behalf of ZCh/oUN/BAlffiERA 
it was possible that STUDYNS'KYY u may be working for the other side".

U. AECASS0V'JARY~6 also passed a photograph of an unidentified man 
who speaks Ukrainian and who has been visiting all Ukrainian emigre offices 
and publishing houses in Munich.

The man refused to identify himself 
when he was politely and discretely asked to do so at the offices of 
AECASSO WARY-1 • (it is planned to show the photograph to AECAFELIM-1 for 
purposes of identification.)
